IV.—ALLOWANCES TO WITNESSES.  (c.) 


Such sum as the Court may in its discretion allow in each case. 
NOTES. 


(a.) In all cases the value of the property involved (not being land) or the amount of damages 
claimed, must be stated in the writ of summons. 


The value of land which is the subject of any proceedings shall not be taken at Jess than £50, except 
by direction of the Court. Where a writ of summons contains a claim for an injunction besides some 
other claim, the only fee which is payable on the claim for an injunction is the hearing fee. 


In all other cases where one summons contains more than one claim, separate fees for the summons 
and hearing are payable on cach claim. 


The same fees are payable on a counter-claim as if the claim had been made by summons. 


No hearing fee is payable where the whole cause of action is admitted at or before the commence- 
ment of the hearing. 


(6.) Where an Officer serves or executes more than one document or writ on the same route, one 
mileage fee only is to be charged; and it is to be apportioned amongst the documents or writs. 


Where the Sheriff or Registrar executes any duty in person by direction of the Court, he is entitled, 
instead of mileage fees, to “his actual travelling expenses, and such travelling allowances as the Court 
may direct. 


The fee paid to the Sheriff and officers of Court cover all such expenses as cost of paper, preparation 
and posting up and delivery of notices, hiring and ringing of bells and the like. 


(c.) The Court may in any case, civil or criminal, require a witness’s expenses to be paid or secured 
before issuing a subpcena for the witness. 


The travelling expenses of witnesses in all civil and criminal causes shall be allowed according to the 
sums reasonably and actually paid. 


An Officer in the public service when summoncd as a witness, except when summoned by the Crown, 
is allowed costs and travelling expenses as if he were not in the public service. Where a witness 
actually attends for less than one hour, he may be allowed only half costs if the Court thinks fit. 


In criminal proceedings the Court may, if it thinks fit, direct repayment of any fees paid. 


No fees are taken which would be payable by any Public Department; but in criminal proceedings

Out-patients in Government employ will be chargeable at the 
samme rate as though they had been admitted to hospital, if dieted and supplied with medical comforts 
from hospital. If occasional comforts only are supplied they will be charged only for what is supplied. 


Native Governent employees drawing salaries or wages amounting to less than £50 per annum 
will not be chargeable for Medical Comforts supplied to them in or out of hospital. 


Ifa non-official European patient when admitted to a Government hospital wishes to be attended by a 
Doctor other than the Medical officer in charge of the hospital, the Doctor will be entitled to charge 
afee. A book will be kept by the Senior Medical Officer in charge of each hospital, in which will 
be entered the name, address, date of admission and of discharge froin hospital, of any non-official 
admitted. A book will also be kept for all outdoor prescriptions on payment. No fractional part of 
a bottle of spirits or wines, or of a tin of medical comforts, is to be issued to a non-official patient.”

Delays and Interruptions of Services and Accidents.— Always understanding that the Government does 
its utmost to assure the carrying out of the official and printed programme, it cannot be held responsible 
for delays, interruptions of services, or accidents, and other contingencies beyond tts control. 


Electric Light and Ice.—The five larger vessels are fitted with electric light, and the Corona and Sarota 
are fitted with refrigerators, 

Cabin Accomimodation.—The accommodation is divided into three classes, viz.—Ist class, with cabin ; 
Ist class deck; and deck for natives. Intending passengers should always provide themselves with 
camp bed and mosquito curtain, as cabins are not always available. 

Provisions for Journey.—No provisions can be obtained on the vessels, and intending passengers 
should provide themselves with sufficient for the journey.

Servants.-- All servants must be paid for at deck passage rates. 

Children.—Children in arms free. Children under twelve are taken at half-fares. 

Breakges.— All breakages done by personal servants will be charged for in their masters accounts, 
after the onicers in charge of the vessel has satisfied himself that the servant in question was responsible 
for the breakage. 

Deck Passengors.—Trere are no facilities on board the Government vessels for cooking the food of 
deck passengers, but when possible arrangements will be made for them to cook on shore. 

Passengers Baggzage.~ First class passengers arc allowed 400 fhs. of baggage free. All over 400 Ibs. 
must be paid for at cargo rates. This does not include bed and bedding or necessaries for the voyage 


which are allowed free. 
Deck passengers are allowed one package of 100 Ibs. free excluding bed, &c., and food, necessary for 


the voyage. 

pes of Passengers Daggage.—Passengers’ Baggage may be deposited at BURUTU or LOKOJA, pro- 
viding therc is a storage room, at the following rates for storage :—

Complaints.— Passengers on the Government vessels wishing to make complaints should ask the officer 
in charge of the vessel or the complaint book. In case of making a complaint against an illiterate mas- 
ter, the written complaint should be read over to the master in the presence of the engineer of the vessel 


and initialled by him. 
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Passage Tickcts—Passage tickets are issued at all stations where there are Government Agents. If 
passengers embark at stations where there are no Agents, they can obtain tickets on board the vessel on 
pay=.ent of the authorised fare. Tickets taken and not made use of will be cancelled and money re- 
turned if the ticket is returned within 24 hours. 

Accommodation on Board Government Vessels at Stations.—Passengers arriving at the end of their 
journey for which ticket was issued (or after the first 24 hovrs if waiting transport) can have accommo- 

dation on board any Government vessel on payment of 3/- per diem. Passengers who embark at a sta- 
tion twelve hours before the time the vessel is due to leave will be charged for a day’s accommodation. 

Passages per Stecl Poliug Canoes.—-Passages per steel canoes or houseboats are charged the same as 
per steamer. 

Steel canoes can, at times, be hired at the rate of 16/- per diem. They are fitted with sun deck and 
sun screens, and are manned by a headman and six polers. A charge of 1/- per diem per man is made 
for every poler over six. Steel canoes will carry two Europeans and kit, ctc., and will average 20 miles 
per diem against stream, and 40 miles with the stream. Hirers of steel canoes will also pay canoemen 

|} or polers up to date of arrival at place hired (if no use can be made of their services by the Marine 
Department) and the Marine Department will give them free return passages.

Regulations for Passengers in Government Vessels. 
GENERAL STANDING ORDER No, 33. 


I. Passengers are requested not to talk to those irf charge of the navigation of the vessel, when they 
are on duty. 

2. All beds on deck must be removed at 7 a.m., so as not to interfere with the washing of the decks 
and paint work. 

: 3 : Animals are not allowed on the upper deck, also guns and lamps &c., must not be cleaned on this 
ec.k. 

4. The upper deck is provided for the recreation and comfort of passengers, and no more luggage is 
to be carried on it than is required on the passage. 

5. The dining room is to be used only as such, and passengers are requested not to make any litter 
in it. No washing of utensils is to be done on the table. Guns, fishing rods‘ &c., will not be allowed in 
this compartment. 

6. No nails are to be driven into the wood work of the vessel. 

7. Servants will not be allowed to loiter on the upper deck ; after they have attended to their duties 
they must go to the lower deck. 

8. Latrines and bath rooms must be kept clean, and passengers are requested to makc a report to 
the Marine Superintendent when the rule is not carried out. 

9. It must be clearly understood that the orders of the Officer in charge of the vessel are final at the 
time. Any report or protest must be made subsequently to the Marine Superintendent, or the Officer 
Commanding Corps, or Head of Department to which the officer belongs. 

10. Firing from steamers either for practice or sport is strictly prohibited. 
11. The Officer in charge of a vessel is directed to report every case of infringement of these rules.

CARGO. 


Imports—The Niger and Benue Transport Depot is at Burutu (mouth of the river Forcados, which 
joins up with the Niger River), and merchants and others desirous of making use of the service for the 
transport of their goods up the Niger River should address their goods to Burutu, and also to the station 
to which packages are to be landed. 


Packages for private individuals should be fal addressed, or they may be delayed. 
Goods should be consigned to the Niger Government Transport Officer, Burutu, Southern Nigeria. 
INVOICES.~ /yzoices should be sent if possible before shipment, so that the Transport Officer can pass 


entries at the Custom House, burutu. 


ABSENCE OF INVOICES WILL CAUSE GREAT DELAY AT BURUTU. 


Agency Fees at Burutu, Imports.—A charge of 2% on the invoice value of the goods at the port of 
origin is made for clearing goods through the Cicion HYouse, &c. Minimum fee, 1/-. Customs’ duties 
are paid by the Gover amicnt Transport ‘Officer at Burutu, ind afterwards recov dred from consignee. 


Agency Fee at Burutu, Exports.—A charge of 1% on the invoice value at place of origin is made for 
clearing goods through Customs. Minimum fee, 1f-. 


Loading, Discharging and Wharfage.—A charge of 2,6 a ton is made for loading, discharging and 
wharfage. A reduction is sometimes made when consignces assist in discharging, in which case the 
ose of lebourers employed should be pointed out to the officer in charge of the vessel. 

Papers necessary for passing tLaport Entries—Consignment notes in duplicate must accompany all 
shipments, and the Customs demand very full particulars of value, weight, measurement, with full de- 
i of contents of packages. 

Papers necessary for Shipping by Government Steamers. —Wiver bills of lading or consignment notes in 
duplicate containing full particulars must be made out before shipment. In case the shipment is for 
abroad, “ Ocean Bills of Lading in Quadruplicate ” with two stamped envelopes addressed to consignees 
are also required. 


Ratcs.—-The rates quoted are for cargo shipped in original packages. 


River Bills of Lading.—“ River Bills of Lading” can be obtained on application to Marine Headquar- 
ters at Lokoja, and from the Transport Office, Burutu, or from mail steamers. 


Ocean Bills of Lading.—These can be obtained from the Niger Transport Officer at Burutu. 


Settlement of. Fretght Accounts.—YVreight accounts must be settled as soon as goods are delivered. 
All accounts are collected from head office, Lokoja, 


Large Consignments. — Merchants wishing a large consigument to be shipped up river should advise 
the Marine Superintendent date expected at "BURL TU. $0 that arrangements may be made to cope with it. 


Intermediate Cargo.—\ntermediate cargo carried under 25 miles will be charged 2d. per ton per mile 
up and down, with a minimum of 3/- per ton. Minimum freight on a single package, 6d. 

Claims for Loss of or Damage to Cargo.—No claims for loss or damage to cargo will be entertained 
unless shortages or damage are pointed out at the time of landing or hae Ing Over cargo to consignee 
or his agent. No claims will be recognised for losses or damave to cargo w hich has passed direct from 
ship to bonded warehouse. Consignecs should inspect their shipments as they leave the vessel and be- 
fore put into store. 

Transport Native Canoes.---Vhe rates quoted are for cargo carried in stcamcers, and if it is required to 
forward a shipment beyond the stated depot a steamer can reach, native canoes will be employed at 
shipper's expense ahd risk for forwarding cargo to destination. 

Speetal Handling of Weights over 4 cwt.--Special handling charges may be charged tor handling 
weights over 4 cwt. 

Speetal l'reight Ratcs on Cargo over 10 ci'.—Weights over 10 cwt. are charged extra half rates, over 
one ton double rates. W clunts over one ton by special contract. 

Goods Consigicd to lirims and Landed at Gevernment iVharves. ~ At stations where there are Govern- 
ment wharves, such wharves are the recosnised landing or loading stations for all cargo. Consignees 
and shipoers must therefore receive from or bring their cargo to SHChi stations. Cargo will, however, be 
landed at or received from traders’ wharves w hen possible, providing no additional expense is incurred 
by the vessel in so doing. If any expense is incurred a charge will be made sufficient to cover same. 


Evtra Freights at Lowest Water.—During lowest water on Niger, Section I., from April 15th to June 
Ist, the hishest low water rates will be ch arged on all goods except salt, shooks, heads, bailing canvas, 
empty bags, which will be carricd on middle rates...

Administrators of Estates. 


Under Rules of Court published under Section 65 of the Supreme Court Proclamation 1902. 


The Court may direct that any administrator (with or without the will annexed) 
shall receive out of the personal and real estate of the deceased such reasonable 
remuneration as the Court shall think fit, not exceeding a fee of three pounds, and in 
addition thereto, a sum not exceeding five percent on the amount of the realised 
property, or, when not converted into money, on the value of the property, duly 
administered and accounted for by him: Provided that where the Court shall be satisfied 
that by reason of exceptional circumstances the administration of the property has 
required an extraordinary amount of labour to be bestowed on it, the Court may allow 
in respect of such property a higher rate of remuxeration. 


Any remuneration payable to an officer of the Court under this rale shall be paid 
direct into the Treasury, and paid out to such officer on vouchers.

EDUCATION, NEWSPAPERS, 
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EDUCATION. 
(See also Section T.) 


The resources of the revenue have not permitted of any general scheme of education, nor have 
the Missionary Societies been in a position to put forward any scheme which could be supported 
by Government grants. Primary education is given to the children in the Freed Slaves Home at 
Zungeru by the Lady Superintendent and Staff and Apprentices are taught in the various 
Government Departments. 


The Public Works, Printing, Telegraph and Marine Departments teach various trades to native 
youths. The boys are indentured. The usual period of apprenticeship being three years, during 
which time the apprentices receive salaries varying from £12 to £24 a year. The Medical and 
other departments are also training men but these are not indentured. 


Church Missionary Society. 


Schools are maintained at their stations at Lokoja, Bida, Bassa, and Zaria, and at each of their 
out-stations, where reading and writing in the vernacular are taught, and at Lokoja, Bida, and 
Kutigi, the teaching is carried on up to Fourth Stardard according to the local code which includes 
the teaching of the English Language, Arithmetic, Geography and Grammar. A new brick school 
was opened at Lokoja. At Kutigi there is a training class for Pupil teachers in charge of an 
experienced West Indian. The training includes regular studies, English games and gardening. An 
English Reader specially designed for natives of this country entitled ‘The Nigerian Reader” has 
been puolished and is now on sale at the Church Missionary Society Book Room in Lokoja. The 
Government contributed £25 towards the expense of the publication. Seven boys attend the 
school at Zaria for the Sons of Chiefs and have made fair progress. At Lokoja there are 120 
names boys and girls.on theroll. The total number of Schools maintained by this Society is 12. 


Soudan United Mission. 


School work is carried at their stations at Dampar, Wukari and Donga. There were 1,446 
attendance at Dampar. 


Soudan Interior Mission. 
School work is carried at their stations at Wushishi and Patigi, and the attendance is good. 


_ _ Roman Catholic Mission. 
A new school building costing £200 has been built at Lokoja where primary education is 
imparted. There is also an evening school for young men. 





There are numerous Native Schools in the Protectorate, entirely Mohammedan, at which children 
are taught to read and write Hausa in Arabic characters. Katsena in the North is the great 
centre of Mohammedan education. 


There is a Government Native School at Sokoto—attendarce 31 boys, most of whom are 
able to write Hausa in Roman character; all 31 doing well in writing and reading English. 


Kontagora—The Government School for the sons of Emirs and leading Chiefs is now on a good 
working order and satisfactory results are already apparent. Some of the boyscan read and write 
English fairly well, and use a typewriter. They are also being taught to read and write Hausa in 
Roman character.

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GENERAL IMPORTS into the Protectorate of Northern Nigeria, for the year 1908. 


IMPORTS. 


Northern Nigeria possessing no coast line of its own, has no reliable statistics of imports, 
as a great proportion of the articles entering this Protectorate are consigned to Lagos and 
Southern Nigeria and distributed from there; the customs duties are collected at the various 
ports at which they enter and are credited to the revenue of Southern Nigeria. 


The returns published on pages 4 to 14 are compiled by Southern Nigeria Customs Depart- 
ment, and those published on pages 2 and 3 are compiled by the Northern Nigeria Customs 
Department at Lokoja. 


The customs duty on goods consigned direct to Northern Nigeria are collected at Forcados 
and credited to the revenue of Southern Nigeria. 


A Customs Department was established in 1903 to carry out the obligation imposed 
by the Berlin Act of 1885, also to collect certain specific duties, principally an import duty of 


1/- per cwt, on salt (in addition to 1/- per cwt. levied in Southern Nigeria) and an export duty 
of 15% ad valorem on ivory. 


Considerable overland trade is carried on between Northern and Southern Nigeria, and also 
between North Africa and the Northern Provinces, but owing to lack of staff no detailed 
returns have been kept.

It is not possible to furnish any reliable statistics on the Export Trade, as a great 
proportion of the Trade with the adjacent French and German territories is by barter and 
much of the produce of the South Eastern corner of the Protectorate inhabited chiefly by 
Pagan tribes is carried into Southern Nigeria and bartered.

Improvements in Agriculture and Manufactures introduced this Ycar ? 27,000 Rubber trees (Funtumia Elastica) were 
planted in the Lokoja Reserve, leaving about 30,000 Funtumia Seedlings in the nurseries. The total number of Funtumia 
trees in the Lokoja Plantation is now approximately 60,000. 4.000 Rubber trees (Funtumia Elastica) and 500 Mahogany 
(South American Mahogany Swietenia Macrophylla) were planted in the Gurara Plantation. A small nursery (Botanical 
Station) of seeds and seedlings of fruit was started at Baro where the soil is good and there is a good supply of water. 
The Pigeon Peas continue to thrive. The Sumatra Tobacco which was sewn in the Lokoja Plantation has ripened and 
the seed has been collected for distribution to native growers. At the Ankpa District Bassa Province, in the bush and in 
the numerous forest bells are to be found Mahogany (Khaya Senyalimis,) Afzelia Cnanzensis, Oroko (Chlorofera excelsa) 
all of which produce excellent timber. A small amount of Ebony (Diospiros sp.) a species of Abbizia and a species of 
Pyenanthus, the fruit of the last named might produce a useful essential oil.

Nigeria; but a good proportion of the cooks hail from 
the coast towns.

CULTIVATION. 

Oranges and Pine-apples are grown in a few 
villages on the southern boundary. Plantains, 
Limes, Bananas, Yams, Sweet Potatoes, Guinea 
Corn, Ground Nuts, Red Pepper, are grown 
throughout the country, but quantities are not 
ascertainable. Indian Corn, Cassava, Okro, Gourds, 
Pumpkins, Beans and Onions are cultivated in 
different parts of the Protectorate. Small quantities 
of wheat are grown in the extreme North. 

Kola Nuts are largely grownin the Nupe Province 
and Tobacco on the banks of the rivers. Sufficient 
cotton to meet the requirements of local weavers is 
grown in various parts of the country. 

Capsicums and Ground Nuts only, are grown for 
export. The articles of export almost entirely 
consist of forest products collected by the natives 
and bartered to the Niger and other Companies for 
earthenware, hardware and cotton goods. The 





native cultivates primarily for his own consumption, 
surpluses only are bartered, under such circumstances. 
Prices of food-stuffs vary enormously at different 
seasons of the year. The farmers store only sufficient 
to supply the needs of their households sa that any 
large increase in local population, due to importation 
of labour for telegraph construction or other work, 
is almost sufficient to create a famine and causes 
enormous rises in the prices of food-stuffs in the 
districts. A steady demand, fair prices, safety of 
crops from marauders ana increased security of 
land tenure is restoring general confidence and 
encouraging the natives to cultivate more exten- 
sivcly though the present difficulty will take consi- 
derable time to adjust itself. 


LIVE STOCK. 


Sheep, Goats and Poultry are to be found in small 
numbers in all native villages, also small pigs in the 
Yoruba country and on the Southern Nigeria 
border. The sheep are poor and large boned, they 
grow no wool but have a rough coat of coarse hair. 


The Fulanis in the North are great herdsmen and 
breed large numbers of horses and long-horned 
cattle; during the dry season considerable herds 
are brought down country with the caravans. The 
horses are short, and sinall boned; they are however 
hardy and apparently thrive in the north. The 
southern lowlands do not suit them, as in that part 
of the country there aze several tsetse belts and a 
large number of horses sicken and die during the 
rainy season. 


The cattle are finc long-horned beasts, and at 
present a considerable number are being trained for 
pack and draught transport. The cows are of very 
little use for dairy purposes, the yield of milk being 
only about one-sixth of that given by the average 
English cow. The Fulanis however make a_ very 
light kind of milk butter, small quantities of 
which from time to time come into the market. 


Donkeys are numerous in the north and are 
used as pack animals. Ostriches are to be found | 
in many of the villages but they are not carefully 
tended and_ their plumage is not good; they have 
apparently develop their plumage in the north, as 
ostrich feathers constitute one of the staple and 
most valuable articles of commerce in_ the cross 
desert trade with the Barbary States.

Iron is worked by the natives throughout the Protectorate, and made into simple utensils, 
hoes, spear and arrow heads &c. Large deposits of “potash” are worked in Bornu and traded 
all over the country. Tin is plentiful in Bauchi; it is found in alluvial formations and is used by 
the natives for plating. The tin exported shows a considerable increase and consists chiefly 
of tin ore from the Badiko mines.

The buildings of the Freed Slaves TIome at Zungeru consist of two large dormitories, 
divided into various rooms for inmates of different age and sex; a laundry, kitchen: ba kery, 
store, Native Matrens’ housc, dispensary, hospital and an office for the Lady Superintendent. 


The children are well cared for and housed. Thehealth of the inmates has bcen excellent 
during the year and there have been very few cases of ce The death rate is very 
low, there being only three deaths this year a remarkably low percentage in a total of 266.

The general conduct of the children is very good and reflects great credit on the staff of 
the Home. The general ciliciency of the Pome IS very satisfactory. 


The staf of the Ilome consists of a Lady Superintendent, Assistant Lady Superintendent, 
two Native Matrons, and two Maie Native Assistants. The lleme is visited daily by the 
Medical Officer of the station. 


Laundry work, hospital iraiming, gardening aud the routine dutics of the establishment. 
together with sewing and ecucational . isses form the daily curriculum of the ene Good 
progress has been made in the readine end wriuny classes. The carpentry class has also 
proved successtul and some of the boys show coe de -d aptitude for tais form of work. The 
boys have taken a course of in struction in native weav ing with good results. The girls show 
great skill in darning and sewing and make ail clothes for the inmates of the home. The 
Laundry has been curicd on well. A Girl from the home has gone to the Church Missionary
